ſpaced. from Flanders, ner Prince Eugene 
from 4aly; the vaſt Expence of a remote 
War could not have been ſupported, and 
the Confederate Army would of Courſe 
haye ſeparated, and the French and Baus 
iu in the Winter would have been able to 
have diſlodgu tbem with. vaſt Advantage, 
and have been in the Field long before aoy 
Return could de, they being at Home, their 
Magazines all at hand, and their Supplies 
cheap.
